Many of 
the former McAdoo men have already 
conceded the futility of attempting to 
beat Smith in 1928 and have climbed 
on the band wagon. Others still are 
casting about for a scheme which will 
keep Smith from getting the required 
two-thirds vote in the convention. 
That Smith will be able to command 
a majority vote seems to be conceded.

Creation of a $1,000,000 fund for med- 
ical research with the purpose of in- 
creasing the life expectancy of persons 
50 or more years old was announced 
yesterday by the University of Chi- 
cago, the recipient of the gift. The 
donors are Albert D. Lasker, former 
chairman of the United States ship- 
ping board, and his wife, Mrs. Flora 
W. Lasker. The institution which 
their gift establishes will be known 
as the Lasker Foundation for Medical 
Research. 

Research under the spirit of the 
endowment, it was explained is to 
be directed toward establishing the 
causes, nature, prevention and cure of 
degenerative diseases. 

Mason Explains Purpose, 

This concentration of research en- 
ergy will constitute, according to Max 
Mason, president of the university, a 
“unit attack on the diseases of men 
and women of middle age, when their 
intelligence is at the highest and their 
value to the community is greatest.” 

In fathering the study of degenera- 
tive diseases, the foundation, Dr. Ma- 
son said, leads to a vast enterprise. — 

The implications of this assured en- 
terprise developed at a conference yes- 
terday of Dr. Mason, Dr. F. C. Me- 
Lean, head of the university’s medi- 
cal department, and Abraham Flexner, 
secretary of the general educational 
board of the Rockefeller foundation. 

Puts Emphasis on New Phase. 

They may be stated thus: . 

In the last 300 years the averag 
life span has been increased from 30 
to 60 years. 

The man of 50 today, however, can 
expect to live little longer than could 
the man of 50 a century ago. 

Modern medicine has applied itself to 
infectious diseases and the diseases 
‘of childhood, with the result that in 
300 years the average life expectancy 
at birth has doubled. But heretofore 
there has been no concerted attack of 
such magnitude as the Lasker founda- 
tion provides on degenerative diseases. 

Problems to Be Attacked. 
’ Other factors that decided Mr. and 
Mrs. Lasker to promote this war on 
the diseases of middle age throw into 
relief the problems that are to be at- 


tacked. 
In 1870 heart disease accounted for 


only 50,000 deaths in the United States 


and was not rated as one of the four 
most frequent causes of death. — 

In 1926 heart disease caused 209,- 
370 deaths, leading pneumonia, the 
next most frequent cause of death, by

made in prevention and treatment of 
the diseases of later life. It now ap- 
pears reasonable to direct effort against 
these latter, which appear as evi- 
dere of premature decay of one or 
more vital organs, notably the heart, 
blood vessels, and kidneys.” : 
Donations Total $25,000,000. 


The Lasker endowment, Dr. Mason 4 


reported, brings the sum of the dona- 
tions in the history of the University 
of Chicago Medical school to more 
than $25,000,000. The only other 
foundation of equal magnitude is that 
established for general medical re. 
search by the late Douglas Smith. 

In addition to the smaller founda 
tions and fellowships, the general edu- 
cational board has placed more than 
$8,000,000 in the school. The Frank 
Billings Medical clinic also constitutes 
an important division of the school 
foundaton. Established in honor of 
Dr. Billings, it is maintained by his 
friends and associates. Announcement 
was made yesterday that additional 
subscriptions of $60,000 have now in- 
creased the fund to $328,723. 

While a definite program has not 
yet been developed under the founda- 
tion, Dr. McLean said that the first

The list contains the names of more | 
than 125,000 babies born during the 
last two and a half years, and their 
addresses, and was compiled under 
Dr. Bundesen’s direction while he was 
health commissioner. Each month for 
a year after a child’s birth, its mothe® 
would receive medical guidance and 
hints to make the baby healthy and 
happy. : 

Dr. Bundesen, in a public reply, de 
nounced the methods used by Commis 
sioner Kegel in serving the demand, 
and defended his right to maintain @ 
contact with the mothers he aided. 

Dr. Kegel Gives Explanation. 

The explanation of Commissioner 
Kegel for his action is as follows: 

‘“‘As commissioner of health,” he 
said, “it is my duty to preserve the 
law and to protect zealously the public 
welfare. The state law requiring me 
to guard carefully the records of the. 
department of vital statistics is spe 
cific and directly to the point. The 
law was enacted to protect every in- 
dividual whose name and address ap- 
pears in those records, and t& see that 
they do not fall into the hands of 
those who might use them to the dis 
advantage of society. 

During Dr, Bundesen’s administra 
tion of the health department he 
sought and obtained a legal opinion 
from:>the corporation counsel, which 
held, and rightly so, that under the 
law no private citizen, no person or 
corporation outside the health depart 
ment, could have access to the list. 

Says Employés Admit Charges. 

** And in the face of this Dr. Bum 
desen caused the list to be copied by 
employés of the department, working 
during office hours, and four employés 
earried it out to his home. They have 
made written confessions of their acta, 
The list was removed from the office 
of the health department when Dr. 
Bundesen was no longer its head and 
after I had been appointed. 

“ Apart from the legal reasons foe 
not having the list in the possession 
of a private citizen the list has a great 
value. I am informed that some agen- 
cies, such as banks, furniture houses, 
clothing shops, and others, have of- 
fered as high.as fifty cents a name 
for it. 

“I have acted upon the advice of 
the corporation counsel and today 
sent a forma! request to Dr. Bunde& 
sen’s home. I hired private detectives 
to do this, becayse they would be com 
petent parties to return the records 
to my office. I tried to protect Dr. 
Bundesen and I did not care to have 
the matter made public.” 


Dr. Bundesen’s Statement. 

After reading Dr. Kegel’s letter and 
interviewing the detectives, Dr. Bum 
desen issued this statement: . 

“My life has been, and is now, ée 
voted to the work of saving the lives 
of the babies of the city of Chicage 
and of the nation. I think any faie 
minded person who knows my record 
will concede that. 

“It is my purpose to continue, se 
far as I am able and’so far as I am 
permitted, to give advice and direction 
to mothers in the upbringing of thelr 
children without cost to them. 

“If politicians seek to prevent me 
from giving freely of the knowledges 
of child welfare I have acquired’ ip 
fourteen years’ service with this city’s

Prison Attendants.

Following this discovery Mrs. Sny- 
der’s clothing and cell were minutely 
searched, but the official discovered no 
contraband.

Favor for None, City’s

A fixed term franchise is out of date, 
according to the transportation com- 
‘panies.

A term franchise of only 
20 years wil] permit amortization, they 
argue, only at excessive fares. In a 
word, a fixed term franchise does not 
permit of the soundest financing, the 


best service and the lowest charges. 


Therefore the companies are asking 
for “a terminable permit” running 
“ without time limitation” unless and 
until the city purchases the transit 
facilities or designates a buyer who 


will pay the price. 


If all the troubles—as the companies 
represent—are attributable solely to 
- the 20 year franchise, why isn’t the 
Illinois Bell Telephone company in dis- 
tress? If a fixed term franchise is re- 
sponsible alone for the transportation 
difficulties, why isn’t the Common- 
wealth Edison company suffering in 


some way? 


The only pains of the phone and 
Edison companies are growing pains. 
Both are in excellent condition. Each 
is highly prosperous. Neither has any 
difficulty in floating bonds. Investors 
chase after their securities. Their 
stocks are eagerly sought. Their se- 


curities are readily sold at a premium. 


They have more buyers than they 


have stock to sell. 


Yet the franchise of the Dlinois Bell 
Telephone company expires on Jan. 
8, 1929, and the Commonwealth Edison 
company’s legal right to operate in 
_ Chicago expires Sept. 17, 1947. 

Can’t Be Shut Down. 

Mr, Samuel! Insull knows that when 
the franchise of the Edison company 
expires, no political or governmental 
agency can shut down the generators. 
That would close hundreds of plants, 
mills and factories and throw thon- 
sands dut of employment. It would 
stop all the street and elevated cars 
and cut off the light in every home. 

Mr. B. F. Sunny knows that when 
his permit expires that the phone serv- 
dice must continue or there will be very 
little business done in Chicago. So 
dependent is the present method of 
doing busimess and the present mode 
of living upon these two utilities, that 
the right to operate must be continued.

Chicagoan Slain in Action 
Is Honored. 


BY LOUIS ROSENTHAL. 
[Chicago Tribune Press Service. ] 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Jan. 8. — 
gales of great heroism, coolness under 
fre, and utter disregard of all danger 
in the face of accurate fire from the 
bandit ambush of Dec. 30 at Quilali, 
were told today in the citations of 
twenty-one officers and men of the 
United States Marines and Nicaraguan 
National Guard, issued by Col. Louis 
Mason Gulick from Marine headquar- 
ters in Managua. 

Wounded officers refused to leave 
the fielg of battle and remained direct- 
ing the fire while the medical corps 
administered first aid, ranging up and 
gown the column under the withering 
fre. The pack train was stampeded 
during the battle and the Nicaraguan 
National Guard troops saved the mules 
and supplies of food and ammunition, 
which the bandits, under Gen. Augus- 
tino Sandino, tried to capture. 

Fights, Severely Wounded. 

A citation also is being prepared for 
Lieut. Merton A. Richal of Minneap- 
olis, who, although severely wounded 
in the face and blinded in the right 
eye, continued to fight and was re- 
moved from the field by force. Staff 
officers say the behavior of the ma- 
rine officered National Guard was su- 
perb. The natives fought side by side 
with the marines, displaying equal 
bravery. 

Among the citations is one for John 
BE. Hemphill of Chicago, who was in 
the advance guard of the marines 
forces and was killed by the first ma- 
chine gun fire from the bandits, his 
body being literally riddled by dum- 
dum bullets. | 

Capt. Richard Livingston, who com- 
manded the marine column at Quilali, 
now is recovering in the Managua hos- 
pital from severe wounds in the right 
arm. His hand is still paralyzed on 
account of severed nerves, but he has 
requested reassignment with the fight- 
ing unit.

{The Grand Rapids (Mich.) Press. ]

There is very little objection among 
ship owners to the decent care of their men and 
better living standard required by the act. As for 
wages, they amount to only ten per cent of the 


The senate has again approved Senator Norris’ 
resolution for a constitutional amendment to re-| 
@uce the interval of thirteen months between the 
election and inauguration of a new congress. The 
measure was approved by the senate in 1923 pa 
three times since then, but has never had the 
imdorsement of the house, although this is a con- | 
stitutional amendment to which it is difficult to 
Gnd valid objections on either practical or theoreti- 
cal grounds.

SCHOOL SANITATION. 
~HERE are possibilities of improve- 


schools. Dr. R. A. Wilson of El 

Paso, Tex., thinks the jacketed 
stove is the best source of heat for @ 
one room school. It is always possible 
to conduct cold fresh air to the inside of 
the jacket by means of a duct laid under, 
or even on the floor. However, the stove 
should be kept clean, else the air will 
carry a lot of dust and fine ash into the 
air of the room. Evaporating dishes on 
and around such stoves will contribute 
@ good deal of needed moisture. 

For larger schools he recommends 
heating with hot air, or preferably with 
hot water. 

The room should be aired for two hours 
before school time in the morning and 
for a like period immediately after school 
in the afternoon. The rooms should also 
be blown out with fresh air at the recess 
period. The only ventilation that is feas- 
ible in the rural schools is that by means 
of windows. However, it and all other 
methods of ventilation leave much to be 
desired and should be supplemented by 
repeated blowing out with fresh air. 

Dr. Wilson thinks that much constipa- 
tion and other trouble results from poor, 
inadequate, inconvenient, and uncomfort- 
able toilet facilities. In many cases these 
facilities take the form of a cold, un- 
heated house located in a snow-covered 
yard. The discomfort of a journey to 
and from this house is provocative of 
the constipation habit. This by-product 
of the rural school education may hang 

ter the contents of the school books 
have been forgotten. 

The walks of rural schoo] grounds are 
generally unimproved. In consequence, 
much mud and dirt is carried by stu- 
dents to the floors of the buildings. 
Shoe scrapers and other mud removing 
devices should be made available at the 
entrance to school buildings. 


In order to keep down the air dust due 
to chalk, Dr. Wilson advises that black- 
boards be provided with chalk troughs. 
These should be covered with wire mesh, 
placed so that the dust falls from the 
crayon to the trough below the mesh. 

Janitor work should be done after 
school hours. Dust should be removed 
by cloths. Dusting brushes should not 
be used. 

Every school should be provided with 
one or more thermometers. Every stu- 
dent should serve for a day or more as 
monitor of heating and ventilation. Dur- 
ing this period of service the student has 
the' care of the thermometer and is in 
charge of the windows—and ventilation 
and heating. He makes an hourly rec- 
ord of temperature and changes the draft 
in the stove and raises or lowers the win- 
dows as is required.

DIG OUT OF MIRE 


New Thames Flood Fails 
to Materialize. 


BY JOHN STEELE.

LONDON, Jan. 8-—Excitement 
reached fever pitch along the banks of 
the River Thames at 2:50 o’clock this 
afternoon, the fateful hour at which 
the high tide approached, when it was 
t be determined whether part of Lon- 
gon again would be swept by a repeti- 
tion of the devastating floods which 

eaused Friday’s “ night of terror.” 
There was a shudder of slarm at 2 
@oclock when water began oozing from 
q@acks in the pavement behind the 
temporary barrier frantically erected 
pext to the Tate gallery, but Father | 
Thames managed to control himself 
and watchers breathed a sigh of relief. 
The officials warned that for forty- 
eight hours more the city would be in 
the gravest danger. A zone of peril has 
heen drawn by the police and all the 
basements have been ordered vacated. 


Thousands Watch Salvage Work. 

Meanwhile rare sunshine smiled iron- 
ically on stricken London today as the 
holiday crowds turned out by the thou- 
sands to survey the scenes of the flood 
tragedies. The police were unable to 
check the grand promenade of specta- 
tors eagerly watching the firemen fe 
yertshly pumping water from the base- 
ments of the Millbank hospital, Tate 
gallery, and humble cottages and tene- 
ments lining the river. 

A wave of fierce indignation has 
swept the city. The press is hotly 
demanding explanations for the fail- 
ure to warn the trapped victims. The 
lack of codrdination between the river 
boroughs for flood protection, as well 


as the buck passing of municipal} 


authorities, it is beliewed, must take 
the responsibility for the fifteen deaths 
and millions of dollars’ worth of dam- 
age. 

Art Losses $7,500,000. 

“It is simply tragic,” declared an 
official of the Tate gallery. “In my 
office alone there is ten feet of water 
covering pictures worth thousands, 
which cannot be restored. We are 
unable to get at them yet. It is a 
hopeless task.” 

The damage to pictures in the Tate 
gallery is estimated at $7,500,000. Fear 
of wholesale thefts led the police to 
forbid entrance to all except flood 
workers. The guard has been strength- 
ened at the Tower of London, where 
the priceless crown jewels are located. 

The ministry of labor was swamped 
and thousands of important documents 
from the morning’s mail are floating 
about in the vestibule. 


HUNDREDS WAIT 


TURNS TO ADOPT 
NEW YORK BABIES | 


New York, Jan. 8—(#)—So many 
applications to adopt children were 
made in New York around the holi- 
day season that the supply proved in- 
adequate, and many families only now 
are receiving the foster children they 
expected for Christmas. Hundreds of 
others still are waiting hopefully for 
their turns. 

Application for babies for adoption 
nearly trebled at the New York de- 
partment of public welfare. Some were 
received too late to permit, before 
Christmas, the thorough investigation 
required before one of the city’s -god- 
children can be placed in a private 
home. However, throughout the year 
four or five homes were offered for 
every baby available for adoption. 

More than 56,000 applications for 
children to adopt were received by all 
agencies during the year, a department 
official estimated.
